RALPH  HOUR 


"I've  missed  baseball,"  said  Ralph  Houk 
when  he  was  named  the  35th  Red  Sox 
manager  on  October  27,  1980,  after  spend¬ 
ing  two  years  in  retirement.  "And  I  want 
to  win  one  more  pennant  before  I'm 
through! " 

In  the  fall  of  1978  Ralph  retired  after 
managing  for  16  years  with  the  Yankees 
and  the  Tigers.  But  the  leisurely  life  of  year- 
round  golf  and  fishing  in  Pompano  Beach, 
Florida,  began  to  get  under  his  skin,  and 
he  eagerly  accepted  the  opportunity  to  re¬ 
turn  to  major  league  action. 

For  eight  years  Houk  had  been  a  scrappy 
performer  as  a  backup  catcher  with  the 
Yankees,  behind  Yogi  Berra.  In  addition. 


his  managerial  reputation  was  as  a  stern 
leader  who  worked  well  with  pitching 
staffs  and  young  players.  He  succeeded 
Casey  Stengel  as  manager  in  1961  and  di¬ 
rected  the  Yankees  to  three  straight  pen¬ 
nants  and  two  World  Championships.  It 
was  in  1961,  after  the  Yankees  had  a  109- 
53  season,  that  Houk  was  named  Major 
League  Manager  of  the  Year. 

Ralph  spent  two  years  as  Yankee  Vice- 
President  and  General  Manager  before 
moving  back  as  field  manager  on  May  7, 
1966,  replacing  Johnny  Keane.  In  1970  he 
guided  the  fledgling  Yankee  team  to  a  93- 
69  second-place  finish  and  was  named  A.L. 
Manager  of  the  Year.  He  moved  on  after 


1973  to  Detroit,  where  he  managed  the  Ti¬ 
gers  for  five  years.  The  veteran-laden  Ti¬ 
gers  struggled  for  a  couple  of  years,  but 
with  the  influx  of  some  talented  young¬ 
sters,  Houk  was  able  to  turn  the  program 
around.  He  produced  an  86-76  record  in 
1978,  and  then  retired. 

Now  the  "Major"  is  back.  (The  nickname 
resulted  from  his  World  War  n  days,  when 
he  rose  from  private  to  major,  seeing  achon 
at  Bastogne  and  The  Bulge,  and  was 
awarded  the  Silver  Star,  Purple  Heart  and 
Bronze  Star.)  And  he  is  back  to  what  he 
enjoys  most — baseball. 

Ralph  and  Bette  Houk  have  three  chil¬ 
dren:  Donna,  Richard  and  Robert.

WHAT’S  IN  A  NUMBER? 


Pitcher  Eldon  Auker  —  the  only  Red  Sox  player  to  wear  Number  13 


Red  Sox  players  started  wearing  numbers  on  their  uniforms  in  1931. 
Except  for  occasional  times  (the  Cincinnati  Red  Stockings  wore  numbers 
in  1883,  and  the  Chicago  White  Sox  and  the  Cleveland  Indians  wore 
numbers  on  their  sleeves  for  one  day  in  1916),  numbers  were  not  worn 
regularly  until  the  Yankees  used  them  in  1929. 

Every  Red  Sox  fan  knows  who  last  wore  Number  9,  but  does  anyone 
remember  who  first  wore  Number  9?  Which  player  had  Number  8  before 
Yaz,  or  what  was  the  highest  number  ever  worn  by  a  Red  Sox  player? 
How  about  the  number  used  the  longest  by  a  player,  the  number  used 
by  the  fewest  players,  or  the  number  used  most  frequently?  How  about 
Number  13,  for  those  who  are  superstitious?  And  finally,  what  number 
did  Red  Sox  Manager  Joe  McCarthy  wear  in  1948-50? 

Ben  Ells  of  E.  Weymouth,  Mass.,  has  spent  over  five  years  researching 
the  50  years  of  Red  Sox  numbers  and  has  almost  completed  the  project. 
He  has  been  able  to  track  down  all  but  a  few  numbers,  those  worn  by 
players  who  were  in  only  a  handful  of  games  many  years  ago.  Most  of 
the  missing  numbers,  according  to  Ells,  belonged  to  players  in  the  1930  s 
and  1940's. 

Number  9  was  first  worn  by  catcher  Charlie  Berry  in  1931-32.  Berry, 
who  later  became  an  American  League  umpire,  spent  over  four  years  in 
Boston  and  hit  .267  during  an  11-year  career.  He  also  played  in  the 
National  Football  League  and  is  the  only  man  to  have  officiated  in  both 
the  World  Series  and  the  N.F.L.  title  game.  Ted  Williams  was  the  last 
and,  coincidentally,  the  ninth  player  to  wear  Number  9.  This  is  the  only 
number  ever  to  be  retired  by  the  Red  Sox.  It  was  commonly  thought  that 
outfielder  Joe  Vosmik  was  the  last  player  before  Williams  to  wear  Number 
9  in  1938.  However,  Ells'  research  disclosed  that  Vosmik  wore  Number 
7,  and  outfielder  Ben  Chapman  wore  Number  9  when  he  hit  .340  in  1938. 

Catcher  Ed  Sadowski  was  the  last  player  to  wear  Number  8,  in  1960, 
before  Carl  Yastrzemski  arrived  in  Fenway  Park  a  year  later.  That  was 
Sadowski's  rookie  year.  He  went  on  for  three  years  with  the  Los  Angeles 
Angels  and  one  with  Atlanta,  and  hit  .202  over  five  years  and  only  217 
games.  Meanwhile,  over  the  last  two  decades  Number  8  has  become  one 
of  baseball's  most  famous  digits.

Ed  Sadowski  was  the  last  player  to  wear  Number  8  in  1960,  before 
Carl  Yastrezemski  arrived  in  Fenway  Park  a  year  later. 


The  only  local  to  ever  wear  Number  13  was  submarine-ball  pitcher 
Eldon  Auker  in  1939.  And  only  one  player,  left-hander  Bob  Veale,  wore 
Number  55  (1972-74).  It  appears  that  the  highest  numbers — 81  and  82 — 
were  worn  by  rookie  pitcher  Lou  Lucier  and  rookie  outfielder  Johnny 
Lazor,  respectively,  in  1943.  Lucier,  from  Northbridge,  Mass.,  was  3-4 
in  16  games,  while  Lazor  hit  .226  in  83  games. 

The  most  frequently  used  number  is  Number  28,  worn  by  a  total  of  42 
players.  Right-hander  Steve  Crawford  finished  the  1980  season  with  it. 
In  recent  years  Bob  Ojeda,  Jack  Billingham,  Allen  Ripley  and  Diego 
Segui,  all  pitchers,  wore  28.  Veteran  utility  player  A1  Smith,  in  1964,  was 
the  last  non-pitcher  to  wear  the  number. 

Harry  "Fritz"  Dorish  wore  five  different  numbers  in  his  Red  Sox  career: 
20  in  1947^9,  28  in  1949,  35  in  1949,  16  in  1956,  and  34  in  1963,  when 
he  returned  as  pitching  coach  for  Manager  Johnny  Pesky. 

Anyone  old  enough  to  remember  that  Manager  Joe 
winning  the  American  League  pennant  on  the  final  day  of 
and  the  1949  seasons  also  may  be  able  to  recall  another 
wore  a  number!

How's  this  for  a  lineup? 

Babe  Ruth  the  designated  hitter.  Ted  Williams, 

Tris  Speaker  and  Harry  Hooper  in  the  outfield. 
Jimmie  Foxx  at  first  base,  Joe  Cronin  at  shortstop 
and  Jimmy  Collins  at  third  base.  Cy  Young  the  start¬ 
ing  righthand  pitcher.  Lefty  Grove  the  southpaw  ^ 
starter.  And  coming  out  of  the  bullpen  right¬ 
hander  Red  Ruffing  and  left-hander  Herb 
Pennock. 

That's  our  Hall  of  Fame  lineup,  and 
all  11  players  starred  for  the  Red  Sox 
for  a  significant  part  of  their  careers  en 
route  to  pedestals  at  Cooperstown. 

Only  a  catcher  and  second  base- 
man  are  missing.  Not  missing  are 
a  manager,  general  manager  and 
owner. 

For  manager  there's  Joe  Cronin 
or  Jimmy  Collins.  General  man¬ 
ager?  There's  Cronin,  or  Eddie 
Collins,  a  Hall  of  Famer  who  held 
the  GM  post  during  most  of  his  term 
as  a  Red  Sox  vice-president  in  the  years 
1933-51.  And  the  owner,  of  course,  is  the 
Sox'  most  recent  inductee  at  Cooperstown,  a 
man  who  created  a  New  England  institution 
during  his  44-year  ownership — Tom  Yawkey. 

Let's  take  a  closer  look  at  our  lineup: 

Babe  Ruth  (1914-35  majors;  1914-19  Red  Sox) 
revolutionized  baseball,  turning  it  into  a  slugging 
game.  Yet  he  began  as  a  pitcher,  and  having 
joined  the  Sox  as  a  brash  19-year-old,  he  won  65 
games  and  had  a  2.02  ERA  in  his  first  three  full 
seasons.  Because  of  his  hitting  ability  as  well  as  a 
World  War  1  personnel  shortage,  Ruth  was  shifted 
to  the  outfield.  His  meteoric  home-run 
career  was  thus  launched.  In  1919  he 
walloped  an  unprecedented  29  ho¬ 
mers  and  became  the  Sox'  first  RBI 
king,  with  119.  At  season's  end, 
owner  Harry  Frazee  peddled  The 
Babe  to  the  Yankees  for  $139,000 
and  a  $350,000  loan.  Ruth  hit  54 
home  runs  in  1920,  59  in  1921  and 
60  in  1927,  en  route  to  his  714 
career  homers  and  lifetime  .34 
batting  and  .690  slugging 
averages. 

Ted  Williams  (1939- 
60  majors,  all  with 
Red  Sox)  led  the 
league  in  hitting  six  ' 
times.  In  1941  he 
batted  .406 — no 
batter  has  reached 
.400  since.  The 
slugging  left  fielder 
nearly  did  it  again 
with  .388  in  1957,  and 
a  year  later  won  a  final 
crown  at  age  40  to  be¬ 
come  the  AL's  oldest 
batting  champ.  Despite 
missing  nearly  five  full 
seasons  when  he  was  ,

Marine  pilot.  The  Kid  won  two  Triple  Crowns  and  two 
AL  MVP  Awards  and  was  named  Major  League  Player  of 
the  Year  five  times.  Williams  is  the  Sox'  all-time  leader  in  a  variety 
of  career  departments,  including  batting  average  (.344)  and  homers 
(521,  the  last  in  his  final  at  bat). 

Tris  Speaker  (1907-28  majors;  1907-15  Red  Sox)  was  a  .344  lifetime  hitter  and 
the  greatest  center  fielder  of  his  day.  He  played  the  shallowest  center  field  in  history 
and  set  numerous  assist  records,  including  gunning  down  35  runners  in  one  season.  The 
Gray  Eagle  was  AL  MVP  in  1912  when  he  hit  .383  and  stole  52  bases  to  lead  the  Sox  to  the  world 
championship. 

Harry  Hooper  (1909-25  majors;  1909-20  Red  Sox)  was  the  star  leadoff  batter  and  right  fielder 
of  the  Sox'  1912,  '15,  '16,  and  '18  world  champions.  A  clutch  hitter  (.281  lifetime),  he  had 
exceptional  speed  (the  Sox'  all-time  base  stealer,  with  300)  and  ranked  second  only  to  Speaker 
as  the  era's  best  outfielder  (.966  lifetime).  Hooper's  tumbling- into-the-bleachers  catch  saved 
the  '12  World  Series,  and  he  hit  2  homers  to  win  the  '15  Series  finale. 

Jimmie  Foxx  (1926^5  majors;  1936^2  Red  Sox)  slammed  30  or  more  home  runs  12  straight 
years,  including  58  in  1932.  The  league's  MVP  that  season  and  the  next  with  the  A's,  the 
muscular  first  baseman  won  that  honor  again  with  the  '38  Sox  (.349,  175  RBI,  50  HR),  but 
missed  a  second  Triple  Crown  when  Hank  Greenberg  belted  58  homers.  Double-X  hit  534 
career  homers  and  had  a  .325  lifetime  batting  average  (222  and  .320  for  Boston). 

Joe  Cronin  (1926-45  majors;  1935^5  Red  Sox  player,  1935^7  manager,  1947-59  general 
manager),  a  lifetime  .302  hitter,  was  named  the  majors'  top  shortstop  seven  times.  He  hit 
.300  eight  times,  and  eight  times  he  topped  100  RBI.  In  the  twilight  of  his  career,  Cronin  hit 
a  record  five  pinch  homers  in  1943,  including  three  in  a  two-day  spree.  He  spent  25  years 
with  the  Red  Sox,  after  having  been  purchased  from  Washington  for  a  record  $250,000, 
as  player-manager,  as  pennant-winning  manager  in  1946,  and  as  general  manager.  He 
then  went  on  to  become  AL  president. 

Jimmy  Collins  (1895-08  majors;  1901-07  Red  Sox)  was  the  finest  third  baseman  of 
his  day  and  revolutionized  play  at  that  position.  He  was  the  first  to  play  off  the  bag 
and  the  first  to  master  the  art  of  charging  bunts.  In  addition,  Collins  was  a  clutch  hitter 
with  speed  who  batted  .294  lifetime.  As  player-manager,  he  led  the  Boston  Americans 
to  the  '03  and  '04  pennants  and  to  victory  in  the  first  World  Series  of  '03. 

Cy  Young  (1890-11  majors;  1901-08  Red  Sox)  is  the  winningest  pitcher  in  major 
league  history.  His  511  victories  include  three  no-hitters,  two  of  them  for 
Boston.  The  rubber-armed  right-hander  won  20  or  more  games  16  times, 
including  five  seasons  when  he  exceeded  30  victories.  Cy  (for  Cy¬ 
clone)  won  193  games  for  the  Boston  Americans  (the  Sox'  all-time 
leader),  pitching  276  complete  games  in  298  starts  during  his  eight 
seasons  here.

THE  MINOR  LEAGUES - 

The  Farm  System 

The  lifeblood  of  most  successful  baseball  organi¬ 
zations  is  the  farm  system.  The  Red  Sox  have  had  a 
strong  minor  league  group  of  scouts,  players  and 
coaches  for  the  past  15  years.  In  1966,  for  example, 
some  new  young  players  arrived  in  Boston  and  went 
on  to  become  the  nucleus  of  the  team  that  won  the 
1967  “Impossible  Dream"  pennant.  And  again,  the 
newcomers  of  1974  were  instrumental  in  achieving 
the  pennant  of  1975.  Since  then  the  Red  Sox  roster 
has  continually  been  comprised  of  over  75%  home¬ 
grown  players. 

Young  talent  has  continued  to  thrive  at  Fenway 
Park.  The  excellent  performances  by  Dave  Stapleton 
and  Glenn  Hoffman  in  1980  upheld  the  tradition  of 
spark,  skill  and  dependability  among  newcomers. 
The  Red  Sox  spring  training  roster  for  1981  included 
27  players  who  came  through  the  system  and  its  five 
farm  teams. 

The  late  Neil  Mahoney  started  the  ball  rolling  and 
Ed  Kenney,  Vice-President  of  Player  Development, 
and  Eddie  Kasko,  Director  of  Scouting,  have  contin¬ 
ued  to  maintain  a  strong  farm  system.  During  an  era 
when  clubs  have  cut  the  number  of  scouts  employed 
(with  the  advent  of  the  Major  League  Scouting  Bu¬ 
reau),  the  Red  Sox  have  added,  and  now  have  a  total 
of  23  scouts.

Lefty  Grove  (1925-41  majors;  1934^1  Red  Sox)  is  among  just 
eight  pitchers  (only  three  southpaws)  since  the  turn  of  the  century 
to  win  300  games;  105  of  those  came  during  his  eight  Boston 
seasons,  despite  a  sore  arm.  His  smoking  fastball  gone.  Grove 
■  became  a  crafty  pitcher  who,  sb<  years  later  at  age  39,  carved 
m  a  15-4  record  to  lead  the  majors  in  winning  percentage  (.789) 
f  and  the  AL  in  ERA  (2.54). 

Red  Ruffing  (1924^7  majors;  1924-30  Red  Sox)  was  a  hard- 
luck  pitcher  for  six  straight  last-place  teams,  twice  leading  the 
league  in  losses  while  totaling  a  43-103  record  for  the  Sox. 
Sold  to  the  Yankees,  the  right-hander  was  231-124,  including 
four  straight  20-victory  seasons.  In  addition.  Ruffing  was  one 
of  the  best-hitting  pitchers  ever,  batting  over  .300  eight  times, 
and  was  often  used  as  a  pinch-hitter. 

Herb  Pennock  (1912-34  majors;  1915-22  and  1934  Red  Sox) 
offset  his  lack  of  speed  by  making  a  science  of  pitching,  uti¬ 
lizing  control  and  deception.  After  going  59-59  for  the  Red 
Sox,  the  canny  southpaw  was  162-90  in  11  Yankee  years  before 
returning  to  Boston  for  a  final  Sox  season  and  completing  his 
career  at  240-162. 

A  number  of  other  Hall  of  Earners  have  worn  Red  Sox 
uniforms:  Waite  Hoyt  totaled  a  10-12  record  while  pitching  for 
the  1919-20  Sox.  After  wrecking  the  Sox  for  more  than  a 
decade,  Lou  Boudreau  played  in  his  final  86  games  for  them 
in  1951-52  and  served  as  their  manager  1952-54.  Jesse  Burkett 
played  his  last  big  league  season  for  the  Sox  in  1905.  Heinie 
Manush  played  in  82  games  for  the  1936  team,  A1  Simmons 
played  40  games  for  the  1943  club.  And  Jack  Chesbro  pitched 
one  game  for  the  Red  Sox,  his  final  major  league  appearance 
in  1909.  But  each  in  this  group  was  selected  for  achievements 
with  other  teams. 

The  same  is  true  of  six  other  Hall  of  Earners  who  managed 
the  Red  Sox  for  relatively  brief  periods  of  time:  Joe  McCarthy

Ralph  rose  from  private  to  major  during  World 
War  II,  and  was  awarded  the  Silver  and  Bronze 
Stars  for  heroism  during  the  Battle  of  the  Bulge 
at  Bastogne.  He  also  received  the  Purple  Heart 
after  being  wounded  twice  by  shrapnel. 


Houk  still  chatted  frequently  with  umpires 
during  his  1974-78  seasons  as  Tiger  manager.

Umpire  Bill 
Grieve  called  Pesky  safe  on  a  Bobby  Doerr  squeeze  bunt.  It  was  this 
winning  run  in  Boston's  7-6  victory  that  snapped  the  rivals'  first-place  tie 
on  Monday  of  the  season's  final  week.  But  the  Sox  had  to  return  to  New 
York  for  a  final  2-game  weekend  series,  which  the  Yankees  swept, 
winning  the  pennant  by  one  game.  Thirty-two  years  later,  Ralph  still 
insists:  "Grieve  is  still  wrong.  Johnny  was  really  out." 

The  paths  of  Houk  and  Pesky  have  meshed  at  times  during  the  years 
since.  Johnny  was  a  coach  under  Ralph  in  1955  when  Houk  managed 
Denver.  In  the  same  relationship  the  pair  have  been  reunited  this  season 
in  Boston.

1974  he  did  Red  Sox  games  on  radio  and  TV.  Prior  to 
1966  he  was  a  baseball  and  football  announcer  for  both 
the  Cleveland  Indians  and  the  Cleveland  Browns.  Miller 
came  to  Boston  last  year  after  a  1979  radio-TV  stint  with 
the  Texas  Rangers.  In  1974  he  did  the  Oakland  A's 
games  on  radio  and  TV.  He  has  also  done  basketball 
radio-TV  coverage  for  U.  of  San  Francisco  basketball 
and  network  play-by-play  of  the  North  American  Soc¬ 
cer  League. 

For  the  seventh  straight  year  TV  38  (WSBK)  is  telecast¬ 
ing  Red  Sox  games.  In  front  of  the  cameras  again  are 
Ned  Martin  and  Ken  Harrelson,  one  of  baseball's  most 
popular  video  teams.  Martin  is  in  his  21st  year  of  radio 
and  TV  with  the  Red  Sox  and  his  third  with  TV  38.  In 
1979  he  went  to  Japan  with  the  Major  League  All  Stars 
to  telecast  some  of  their  games,  and  in  1976-78  he  did 
the  American  League  Championship  Series  games  for 
the  CBS  radio  network.  Harrelson,  in  his  seventh  year 
with  TV  38,  helped  the  Red  Sox  win  the  1967  "Impos¬ 
sible  Dream"  pennant.  In  1968  he  led  the  A.  L.  with  109 
RBI  while  hitting  35  home  runs.
